Bukovina Entered 


R USSIAN forces yesterday ‘captured aise, 
Podolsk and also entered the suburbs oí Nikolaev, 
where, street fighting is going on. 


Last night's Soviet communiqué disclosed that 
Marshal Zhukov’s troops, forcing the Upper Dniester, 
had entered the province of Bukovina and penetrated 
north-west of Cernauti in an outflanking move. (Buko- 


vina was ceded by Rumania to the U.S.S.R. in 


1939.) 


Sadagura, three miles north of Cernauti, was cap- 


tured. 


The capture of Kamenets-Podolsk also threatens 
large German forces with encirclement. 


Last night’s Soviet communiqué 
stated :— 

The forces of the First Ukrainian 
front, developing their offensive 
yesterday, March 26th, as the 
result of an impetuous thrust by 
tanks and infantry, captured 
Kamenets-Podolsk, a powerful 
German centre of resistance on 
the Dniester. 

To-day troops of the same front 
occupied Monasterzyska, Potok- 
Zloty and Koropets, all towns 
of the Tarnopol region. Our 
troops also occupied several 
district centres of the Kamenets- 
Podolsk region, and fought their 
way forward into eighty other 
inhabited localities. 

The troops on this front, having 
forced the Dniester, captured the 
town and large railway station 
of Gorodenko, a district centre 
of the Stanislavov: region, and 
Zastavno, in the Cernauti region. 

The forces of the Second Ukrainian 
front, continuing to develop 
their offensive between the 
Dniester and the Pruth, captured 
two district centres of the Molda- 
vian Soviet Republic and over 
100 other inhabited localities. 

West and south-west of Pervomaisk 
our troops fought offensive 
engagements and captured 
Sovran, in the Odessa region, 

In the Nikolaev direction our troops 
fought their way forward, cap- 
tured several inhabited localities, 
one two and a half miles north 
of Nikolaev, and closed on the 
enemy in street fighting on the 
outskirts of Nikolaev. 

Potok-Zloty is four miles north of 
the Dniester and forty miles north- 
west of Cernauti. Zastavno is 
fifteen miles north-west of Cernauti, 
and Gorodenko thirty miles north- 
west. Rá st. 

Sadagura, captured bv the 

Russians, is nearly 20 miles over the 

Bukovina's northern border. Thus, 

says Reuter, Marshal Zhukov has 

almost reached the Carpathian 

“ gateway ” into Hungary. 


RETREAT CUT 


The capture of Kamenets Podolsk, 
states Reuter, has cut the retreat 
of wig German forces in the pocket 
between the north bank of the 
Dniester and Proskurov. 

The neck of this pocket, 60 
miles in depth and about 30 
miles across at its widest point, 
has not yet been closed, but 
two Ukrainian armies, pressing 
oO its northern and southern 
flanks, have probably little 
more than a dozen miles to go 
before they join hands. 
Kamenets Podolsk fell to troops 

of Marshal Zhukov’s command led 
by Lieut.-General Leliushenko, one 
of the victorious leaders of the 
Moscow counter-offensive in the 
winter of 1941. 

Meanwhile, Marshal _ Koniev's 
army, consolidating its grip on the 
eastern bank of the Pruth, is deve- 
loping a threat to two railways. To 
the north the Russians are extend- 
ing their original 50 miles river 
front towards the rail town of 
Lipcani, only 40 miles east of 
Cernauti. 

From their southern flank these 
advanced forces are moving towards 
Unghen, little more than 20 miles 
south of the captured town of

NEW THREAT 


Koniev’s advance here is pointing 
a new and sharp threat at the 
100,000 Germans still in Odessa and 
the Easa north of the city. 
The Russians can probably count, 
on cutting the Odessa-Jassy line 
in the near future. They are 
only 15 miles from it at present. If 
this line goes the Odessa .Germans 
will have only the ferry route across 
the Dniester estuary to the railhead 
at Axkerman—a slow route and one 
with limited carrying capacity.

Censorship: U.S.A. 


Protest to Britain 


Mr. Cordell Hull, United States 
Secretary of State, disclosed yester- 
day in Washington that he protested 
to Mr. Eden in November, 1942, 
against British political eae á 

e was replying to a charge made 
hy Governor Thomas Dewey, of New 

ork, last Friday, that the State 
Department had requested the 
British censors to suppress political 
news intended for American news- 
papers. 

“Mr. Dowey is 100 per cent. 
wrong,” he said. “All my life I 
have not only talked about a free 
Press—I have fought for it. 

“When rumours of a political 
censorship in England started in 
November, 1942, I wrote to Byron 
Price (Chief U.S. Censor) .and 
cabled Ambassador Winant to tell 
Mr. Eden my conviction that funda- 
mentally the long- e interests of 
international friends ip are best 
served by permitting the people of 
any country to know what the 
people in’ friendly countries. are 
thinking and saying about them, 
however unpleasant’ some of those 
opinions may be. Both Mr. Prico 
and Mr. Eden expressed: full agree-

“These rumours cropped up again 
last month; .and Mr. Stettinius

Eire’s Trade 


Eire’s volume of tirade last Feb- 
ruary amounted to £4,980,914, an in- 
crease of £937,996 on the return for 
the corresponding month in 1943. 
Imports were valued at £2,705,899 
and exports at £2,275,015. The value 
of live-stock exported was £953,139. 
which shows an increase of £186,750 


year. The official returns indicate 
that food, drink and tobacco imports 
increased from £382,115 in February, 
1943, to £1,109,601, and that the 
exports under the same heads were 
£79,564 less than in 1943, when the 
corresponding month’s figure was 
£945,114. Other exports of raw 
materials and manufactured goods 
are returned at £251,106, which is 
a double the sum for February, 


Ban on Sale of 
Fresh Bread 


| While it can be stated authorita- 
tively that a full supply of bread is 
now assured until the next harvest 
comes in, the Department of Supplies 
is taking steps to prevent waste, and 
as from next Monday the sale of 
fresh bread will be controlled in the 
city and county of Dublin and ‘the 
urban district of Bray. 

This will mean that no baker may 
sell or deliver bread to his customers 
in these areas earlier than 7.530 a.m. 
on the da reine the day on 
which the bread was baked. Special 
arrangements may be made prior to 
Bank and Christmas holidays. 

It is understood that the Order is 
being made at the special request of 
the bakery trade, and that the trade 
ix. making- menis. to. ensure 
that normal deliveries will be made. 

The ban on the handling and con- 
sumption of bread in a hot state 
will; it is believed, reduce consider; 
ably the waste due to crumbling, 
etc., and, moreover, it will relieve 
the bread-servers from the delays 
which occur owing to their having 
to wait for the bread coming from 
the ovens. 

It is not intended for the present, 
or for the immediate future, to 
extend the operation of the new, 
Order to the remainder of the 
country. i 

Since the reversion to white bread 
bakers’ sales have almost doubled. 

[$ is expected that the dispute in 
the Dublin bakery trade will be 
settled when the cdhference is 
resumed under the auspices of the 
Department of Industry and Com, 
merce next month. e dispute, 
which involved a threatened strike, 
was concerned with a demand by 
van-drivers for better conditions.
